Steubenville

Jefferson County a total of $898,- 
000 for the 
McCullough Chil­ 
dren's Home at Yellow Creek, 
shown here, which will be torn 
down to make way for the re­ 
location of Route 7. 
This is almost $598,000 more 
than the $300,021 offered by the 
State Highway Department. 
The jury of 8 men and 4 wom­ 
en deliberated 3 hours and 43 
minutes before returning the ver­ 
dict at 6 20 p. rn. about IO min­ 
utes before Judge John J. Gries- 
inger planned to recess. 
Eleven of the 12-member pan- j 


el concurred on the verdict. The 
amount is believed the largest 
ever granted by a 
Jefferson 
County jury. 
Eleven days of testimony was 
heard by the court in the trial 
which started Sept. 24. During 
•his period the jury visited the 
home site and heard testimony 
regarding the value of the build­ 
ings and land from various real 
estate dealers. 
Judge Griesinger directed the 
jury to return a “three - part" 
verdict, setting the value of the 
land, the value of the buildings 
and damage to the residue of 
the land, if any. 
The verdict $108,000 for land. 


<780,000 for building and $10,000 
for the residue of land. 
The state had offered $264,146 
for the structures and $35,875 for 
land, making no offer for dam­ 
ages. 
The state wants only 20.5 acres 
of the 59-acre tract. A large part 
of the total acreage is wooded 
hillside. 
Prosecutor Bernard T. McCann 
and Atty. Carl A. Weinman, spe­ 
cial counsel hired by Jefferson 
County 
commissioners, 
repre­ 
sented the county and the state's 
case was presented by Atty. 
Dwight Walter and Atty. Charles 
Knapp. 


The state started condemna­ 
tion proceedings in August after 
Jefferson County authorities re­ 
jected the $300,000 offer. 
The children at the home were 
moved Thursday to the Harrison 
County Children's Home at Cadiz, 
which has been rented by com­ 
missioners for $900 a month. 
They were accompanied by Supt, 
and Mrs. Robert Martin. 
The Codell Construction Co. of 
Winchester, Ky., has started on 
the 2,1-mile project which will 
run from Flagpole Hill west of 
the home to Buckeye Ave. in 
Wellsville. 
The children’s home was built 
in 1912. It is white brick.

ll W as Embarrassing 


Miami. Fla., as everybody knows, has an or­ 
dinance to keep visiting baddies from turning 
it into a winter refuge. 


The ordinance provides for registration 
of 
felons and all who have served state and fed­ 
eral prison sentences within 48 hours, on pen­ 
alty of up to 90 days in jail or $1,000 fine for 
failure to observe the rules. 
During the recent convention of the Team- 
ters Union, the ordinance was waived until the 
convention ended. It was embarrassing 
for 
Miami police to know there were approximate­ 
ly two dozen jailbirds and felons in town in 
connection with the convention, some of them 
as delegates. It was embarrassing for the jail* 
births and felons to be reminded when the 
gavel fell at the end of the convention that it 
was time to be on their way. It may even 
have been embarrassing to members of the 
convention to know they were rubbing should­ 
ers with jailbirds and felons. 
But mostly the embarrassment over this sort 
of thing is on the conscience of the American 
people, who possess the sovereign power of 
government. 
The American people are embarrassed be­ 
cause felons and chronic bad eggs have been 
given a kind of government charter to 
do 
exactly what many of them have been doing 
at the expense of honest citizens who must 
join unions and pay tribute to gangsters to 
make a living. 
It is to the credit of good unionists that they 
are ashamed of this, too. and belatedly in a 
mood to do something about it.

Industrial Failures Trouble Soviet

Remembering that wonderful musical plug 
for “Old Cape Cod” that reaped a juke-box 
harvest last summer, we are hoping something 
half as good may be forthcoming soon for “Old 
North Coast ” 
You may not have heard about Old North 
Coast, but you will. It is 4.300 miles long — 
the vast U S. frontage on the Great Lakes. 
When it finally is opened to deep-water com­ 
merce in 1959 by the completion of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, all the fabled coasts of his­ 
tory, 
including the coast of Cathay, will be 
dwarfed by its wealth. 
The western world will have a new Mediter­ 
ranean Sea 
Millions of Americans whose productivity has 
been 
levied 
on by the 
necessity 
of 
trans­ 
shipping from coastal cities after paying heavy 
transportation costs to the waterline will have 
a waterline within a few hours’ time of their 
own homes. The St. Lawrence Seaway, when 
It finally begins to do what it is designed to do. 
will bring about a sweeping equalization of 
economic realization in the United States. 
All 
that's needed now is the right kind of 
publicity. If no song writer is inspired to write 
a hit about “Old North Coast.” some old North 
Coasters could well afford to put up a prize 
for the best plug. 


Transparent Mystery 


Later this month. Senate investigators will 
peer into the dark mystery of food prices con­ 
tinuing to rise at retail while wholesale food 
commodity prices are slumping. 
The investigators, being busy men who do 
not spend much time in grocery stores, may 
waste time puzzling over something that any 
food shopper could clear up for them. 
lf the senators will look inside their own re­ 
frigerators. they can find the answer. The food 
commodities they used to see are not recog­ 
nizable any more 
Many of them have been processed to a point 
where all they require is a warming up. Some 
do not even need a cooking utensil; they come 
in their own utensil 
All of them are packaged to a T. No hands 
can touch them, or flies, or air-borne dirt They 
have been condensed and refined. A modern 
food-shopper would yell for the police if con­ 
fronted with some of the crude commodities 
her mother and her grandmother used to pur­ 
chase — stinking fish in a barrel, corn meal 
with little visitors in 
it. 
weevily flour, 
un­ 
wrapped bread, cookies pawed over by unclean 
hands, shoofly meat and rat-trap cheese whose 
tangy goodness was not all built into it by the 
cheesemaker 
There may be a dozen other reasons that 
retail food prices stay high while wholesale 
prices go down But any congressional investi­ 
gator w ho does not take note of what is done 
to food before it is sold at retail will be mis­ 
sing the main reason. It is no longer the ori­ 
ginal cost but the upkeep that looms largest 
in food distribution. 


Ifs only a propaganda moon. 
Don't let the sputnik become a 
nudnik—which is Russian for an­ 
noyance. We talked with Boris 
Mottos t h e 
o t h e r night 
He's the FBI’s 
counter - intel­ 
ligence 
agent, 
who 
operated 
inside the Rus­ 
sian secret po­ 
lice f o r IO 
years. 
If Mr. 
Mottos is cor­ 
rect, and the 
FBI 
believes 
Victor Riesel 
he is, then the Russians got their 
moon up but are having difficulty 
with such crawling things as super­ 
sonic jets and the parts which 
keep them in working and fighting 
order. 
For the Russians their sputnik- 
moon covers the earth and a mul­ 
titude of industrial sins, w h i c h 
makes their productive capacity 
and their technical skill and their 
workmanship something less than 
spectacular. 


THAT’S WHY they spend mil­ 
lions on the type of costly indus­ 
trial espionage in which Mr. Mot­ 
tos was engaged for the Reds. 
Certainly they’re interested in 
our own spectaculars—like our ef­ 
forts to develop a 500-yard death 
ray. 
But the intensity which they put 
into the routine industrial spy rings, 
called "Operation Vacuum Clean­ 
er,” now operating in our big in­ 
dustrial centers, as well as Wash­ 
ington, reveals their own inferior­ 
ity and insecurity. 
The Russians want to suck up 
every bit of information they can. 
Mottos told us that they put him 
on everything from digging into 
Tom Dewey, Chief Supreme Court 
Justice Earl Warren and Cardinal 
Spellman to digging deep into our 
industrial system. 


THIS WAS during the past IO 
years when Morros. with a youth­ 
ful, Mr 
Peepers-type FBI agent 
as his “secretary.” worked as a 
double agent, successfully deceiv­ 
ing the Russian "GPU” into taking 
him on as their own spy. 
Tom Dewey, Justice Warren and 
Cardinal Spellman are in capable 
hands—their own. But I'm not so 
certain 
about 
o u r 
industrial 
secrets. And that’s a shame, be­ 
cause. without our formulas, the 
Russians apparently can’t maintain 
an effective jet fighter force, if 
we are to draw some logical con­ 
clusions from Mr. Morros' reports. 
His last assignment from the 
Russian secret police was an order 
to bring in our formula for plastic 
canopies covering pilots on super­ 
sonic jet fighters and for the 
formula for blow-out-proof rubber 
tires for these planes. 
The plastic canopies can be a 


matter of life and death to our 
country 
Apparently the Russians 
have not been able to develop a 
plastic which doesn't bubble up at 
supersonic speeds 


THIS MEANS that their killer 
pilots lose visibility and could be 
flying ducks for our men 
When 
the Russians came to Morros they 
had what they thought was our 
formula for the material t h e y 
wanted. 
It was the wrong formula 
Be­ 
cause (rf this, the Soviet secret po­ 
lice agent asked Morros the wrong 
questions. 
Morros took the matter to his 
FBI 
"boys.” They 
immediately 
saw the error. They straightened it 
out and told him to tell the Rus­ 
sian agent what the original ques­ 
tion should have been. 
The Russian was delighted and 
Morros’ stock went up. 
Then they asked Morros for the 
formula for special rubber on jet 
plane tires. The Russians, to this 
moment, can get their planes up, 
but their tires explode when the 
supersonic craft come down, kill­ 
ing pilots and wrecking planes. 


M ottos shuttled back to the FBI. 
What could he pass on to the Rus­ 
sians to deceive them into thinking 
he could get this valuable industrial 
information from us? 


THE FBI HAI) used this tech­ 
nique for years through M ottos. 
But this time the information was 
too valuable. It was Morros’ last 
assignment from the Russians. He 
couldn’t deliver to them. They be­ 
came suspicious. 
At the time, he was in Munich 
preparing to fly to Austria to meet 
the Soviet ambassador in front 
of the Vienna Opera House. The 
FBI signalled him to rush back to 
Idle wild. 
Morros returned with a hundred 
stories of the Russian efforts to in­ 
filtrate our plants. There was, for 
example, 
what 
he 
called 
the 
I "atomic couple,” a European cel­ 
luloid king and his wife who were 
engaged in getting reports on the 
“ratio” of our atomic bomb pro­ 
duction. 


PART OF THIS espionage tech­ 
nique was to observe the number 
of bomb cases loaded on railroad 
cars at the four plants making 
I atomic shells. Every detail adds 
up If you know the number loaded 
each day. the number of plants and 
the direction of the shipment, you 
have 
crushing 
information 
for 
| Khrushchev about our defenses. 
So it makes little difference if 
the American Communist party, in 
self-cannibalistic controversy, con­ 
sumes itself. Or that it may be 
down to 10.000 hard core members. 
It only takes a handful in a few 
factories to help the Russian army 
arm itself w i t h our weapons 
secrets.

WASHINGTON 
Two armed guards showed up 
at the White House Tuesday toting 
a 67-year-old gift for President 
Eisenhower, who, by a remark­ 
able coincidence, will be 67 next 
Monday. 
The present

nac. stuff so rare it was insured 
for $10,000. or. roughly, $66.67 a 
drink. 
On the cask was a silver in­ 
scription that read; 
“The cognac p r o d u c e r s of 
France take pleasure in offering 
to 
Dwight 
David 
Eisenhower. 
President of the United States, 
this keg containing cognac of his 
own age on the occasion of his 
67th birthday. October 14. 1957.” 
Now the question immediately’ 
arises: How come the Frenchmen, 
busy at 
their grape squeezing. 
would have time to think up a 
stunt like this’’ 
And, at the risk of disillusioning 
everyone, we get this blunt an­ 
swer : 
They didn t. 
The whole idea came from the 
lovely vineyards of Brooklyn, and 
its author was William Kaduson. 
a press agent with the chore of 
getting more people to drink more 
cognac. 
Now. wearing a blue beret in 
honor of the great occasion, Ka­ 
duson was talking about the trou­ 
bles he has had. 
“We had to have this special 
gallon keg made,” he said, “and 
then in order to keep it moist. 
we had to rinse it out with ex­ 
pensive cognac. 
“We took the cognac from its 
barrel, put it in bottles for ship­ 
ping and then poured it in the 
keg here. I still have one of the 
bottle> it came in Here Smell the 
cork." 
Kaduson pondered for a moment 
on the penis of his profession. 
"This stuff really is priceless.” 
he said. "I tried to get it deliv­ 
ered to the White House in an 
armored car. but the detective 
agency wouldn't go for that.” 
In case you don t usually take 
nips from a SIO OOO jug. here are 
a few cognac notes supplied by 
Kaduson; 
Cognac is a brandy, made from 
grapes grown in an area about a 
fourth the size of Rhode Island. 
The soil is chalky, which is sup­ 
posed to make the cognac better. 
“No one else can use the wore 
‘cognac’.’’ Kaduson said 
“Why, 
even the Russians respect it ” 
After cognac is fermented and 
distilled, it’s put into oak kegs to 
age. The longer it ages the better. 


which explains why 67 - year - old 
stuff is thought to be very good 
indeed. 
But, a final word. Does Eisen­ 
hower like cognac* 
“I don’t know,” Kaduson said. 
He glummed up at the thought of 
preparing the liquor for someone 
who didn t care for it, but he soon 
brightened at a memory. 
“ When Winston Churchill w a s 
here.” he said, "I sent him a case 
of cognac, and what he didn’t 
drink, he took home with him.” 
So if Churchill ever comes back, 
Eisenhower is ready.

The League of Women Voters 
of the United States is an out­ 
growth of the National Ameri­ 
can Woman Suffrage Association, 
the specific object of which had 
been accomplished by the passing 
in 1920, of the Suffrage Amend­ 
ment to the Federal Constitution.

Affiliated with the n a t i o n a l 
League are state leagues in all 
the states of the Union and leagues 
of the District of Columbia.

At 
the same time she becomes a 
member of the state and national 
organizations 
The objects of the organiza­ 
tion are to promote education in 
citizenship, efficiency in govern­ 
ment. certain types of legislation, 
and international cooperation to 
prevent war.

whether one nation can fire a mis­ 
sile farther than another is al­ 
ready academic. 


IN DUE TIME the mysteries of 
the missile will be as well known 
as the capacity of the H-bomb to 
destroy cities. Also the next step 
— the interception of missiles — 
is a countermove already under 
way. 
Semi* of the hysterical reaction 
arising in the United States from 
the S o v i e t announcement was 
promptly noted in the Soviet press. J 
Immediately 
there 
were 
de­ 
mands 
that 
America "change" 
lier foreign policy and agree 
to 
“coexistence.” 
This is but another way of de­ 
manding that the Souety policy be 
accepted.' This means infiltration 
wherever the Communists 
wish 
and 
continued 
enslavement 
of 
hundreds of millions of people. 
Judging from some of the com- j 
ments in America, there are per­ 
sons who feel the only thing to do 
is to surrender to the Russians 
and forget about any possible re­ 
sistance. 
One is reminded of the tales told 
in the 1930's by those prominent 
visitors who were invited to see 
the Nazis’ air strength and their 
armored divisions. 
These 
observers 
immediately 
counseled that there was no use 
resisting such military power and 
that it was better to try to “(k) 
business with Hitler.” 
Unquestionably the Soviets have 
pulled 
off 
a 
propaganda 
stunt 
which is dramatic to the extreme 
But American foreign policy is not 
usually upset by propaganda 
The position of the United States 
agair.it the Soviets was outlined 
in four hours of conversation by 
Secretary of State Dulles to An­ 
drei Gromyko, the Soviet foreign 
minister, last Saturday. 


THEIR MEETING in Washing­ 
ton occurred on the day after the 
first announcement of the Soviet s 
launching of a space ball. 
From what has been learned 
here since, the Soviets showed in 
that conference no signs of for­ 
warding the cause of peace Their 
policies presumably are based on 
the theory that democracies are 
weak 
and 
fickle

DOES IT REALLY prove that 
the scientists of one country are

Long before the Wright Broth­ 
ers flew the first plane, there were 
adventurous pioneers who trav- 
j eled high in balloons. But while 
balloons are still of value

A building in certain parts of 
the city can get only half what an 
identical structure in other loca­ 
tions can get for mortgage “This 
isn’t prejudice’’ says a banker

It should be noted that this bill

It is clear that the New York 
City effort is only the first move 
by integrationists— the "trial run ”

A few reporters, with calculated 
rudeness, sometimes try to needle 
Faubus. His benign mildness, in 
reply, 
is 
devastating. 
Nothing 
aeems to ruffle him. 
He is a 
shrewd pleader. 
For example, he describes U.S. 
Dist. Judge Ronald N. Davies of 
North Dakota—the man who or­ 
dered Faubus to stop interfering 
with the integration of Central 
High School — as an “imported 
judge.” That evokes the picture, 
held by many Southerners, of the 
rich and powerful North “cram­ 
ming 
integration 
down 
our 
throats." 
But he overlooks the point that 
U.S. Dist. Judge John E. Miller 
—the man who first approved the 
Little Rock school board’s plan 
for integration—is a native Arkan­ 
san. 
He has accused the FBI of tap­ 
ping his telephones, and holding 
high school girls incommunicado 
during hours of questioning. When 
FBI 
Director J . Edgar Hoover 
denied both charges, Faubus said 
Hoover used "lawyer’s language,” 
and did not, in fact, deny them 
at all. 
He says he will not have “my 
p e o p l e bludgeoned „ and bayo­ 
netted.” 
But 
he 
will 
not 
say 
whether he will 
guarantee the 
safety of Negro students at Cen­ 
tral High if federal troops leave 
Little Rock. 
These and other aspects of the 
astonishing Little Rock story grew 
out of the train of events set in 
motion by Faubus the night of 
Sept. 2. 
On that night, he ordered the 
Arkansas National Guard to en­ 
circle Central High School and to 
turn away Negro children when 
they came there to enroll the next 
day. 
What were his motives? 
To preserve peace and order.
